NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Closing  Hours  Deputation. — The  Home 
ecretary  has  agreed  to  receive  on  July  14 
deputation  from  the  Union  of  Shop,  Dis- 
ributive  and  AUied  Workers,  to  discuss  the 
nterim  report  of  the  Gowers  Committee  on 
hop  closing  hours  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  3,  p. 

Insecticide  Manufacturers. — The  Asso- 
ciation of  British  Insecticide  Manufac- 
urers  point  out  that  they  omitted  the  name 
f  Mr.  J.  E.  R.  Simons  (George  Monro, 
Ltd.)  from  the  list  of  members  of  the 
Association's  executive  committee  (C.  &  D., 
[une  7,  p.  64,2). 

Catholic  Pharmaceutical  Congress. — 
The  annual  congress  of  the  Catholic  Phar- 
maceutical Guild,  held  recently  in  Glasgow, 
was  attended  by  delegates  and  chaplains 
from  branches  in  England,  Ireland  and 
Scotland.  It  was  announced  that  new 
branches  would  shortly  be  formed  in  Leeds 
and  Newcastle. 

Pension  Scheme  for  N.H.S.  Staff. — 
The  Minister  of  Health  has  laid  before  Par- 
liament draft  regulations  for  a  contributory 
superannuation  scheme  to  cover  the  staffs 


of  all  hospitals,  hospital  managing  boards 
and  Executive  Councils  under  the  National 
Health  Service,  and  to  cover  doctors,  den- 
tists, specialists,  and  pharmacists  in  the  full- 
time  employ  of  the  service. 

Wholesale  Prices  in  May. — An  increase 
of  I  per  cent,  is  recorded  in  the  wholesale 
prices  for  May,  as  measured  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  index  number,  compared  with 
April.  This  increase  in  the  "  chemicals  and 
oils  "  group  was  largely  confined  to 
petroleum  products.  As  a  resulj;  of  a  price 
increase  in  April,  average  prices  of  refined 
groundnut  oil  in  May  showed  a  rise  of  4^ 
per  cent. 

Control  of  Narcotic  Drugs. — The  text 
of  a  protocol  on  the  international  control  of 
narcotic  drugs,  signed  at  New  York  in 
December  1946  by  representatives  of  some 
fifty  governments,  has  been  published 
recently  by  H.M.  Stationery  Office  (Cmd. 
7135),  price  sixpence.  Under  the  protocol 
the  governments  agree  to  adhere  to  the 
agreements,  conventions  and  protocols  con- 
cluded at  the  Hague  in  191 2,  at  Geneva  in 
1925,  1 93 1  and  1936,  and  at  Bangkok  in 
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1 93 1 ,  during  and  after  the  transfer  of  con- 
trol functions,  formerly  performed  by  the 
League  of  Nations,  to  the  appropriate 
departments  of  the  United  Nations. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — The  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
has  sent  to  all  local  medical  officers  a  circu- 
lar suggesting  that,  as  the  immunity  against 
diphtheria  conferred  by  artificial  immunisa- 
tion in  infancy  is  not  maintained  indefi- 
nitely, reinforcing  doses  should  be  given 
when  school  life  begins  and  again  at  the  age 
of  ten.  The  use  of  diphtheria  toxoid-anti- 
toxin  floccules  (T.A.F.)  is  recommended  for 
reinforcement  doses,  as  alum-precipitated 
toxoid  (A.P.T.)  has  been  found  to  cause 
reactions  in  some  children.  A.P.T.  con- 
tinues to  be  recommended  for  primary 
immunisation. 

Centralised  Research.— The  Beecham 
Research  Laboratories,  Brockham  Park, 
Betchworth,  Surrey,  Were  formally  opened 
by  Sir  Alexander  Fleming,  F.R.S.,  on  June 
1 8.  He  was  introduced  by  Sir  Stanley 
Holmes,  M.P.  (chairman,  Beecham  Group, 
Ltd.),  who  received  the  guests.  After  the 
opening  ceremony  the  guests  toured  the 
laboratories,  some  of  which  are  engaged  in 
testing  and  investigating  the  many  food- 
stuffs, medicinal,  veterinary  and  agricul- 
tural preparations,  cosmetics  and  other  pro- 
ducts of  the  companies  within  the  Beecham 
group,  others  exclusively  on  research.  The 
grounds  of  Brockham  Park,  consisting  of 
150  acres,  are  being  used  for  veterinary, 
agricultural  .  and  horticultural  researches. 
Following  the  inspection  of  the  laboratories 
the  guests,  who  included  the  Rt.  Hon. 
Ernest  Brown  (Minister  of  Health,  1941-43), 
Mr.  F.  A.  S.  Gwatkin  (chairman.  Proprie- 
tary Association  of  Great  Britain)  and  Mr. 
Arthur  Mortimer  (managing  director,  J.  G. 
Eno,  Ltd.),  were  entertained  to  luncheon  by 
the  directors. 

Fluorine  Content  of  Foods. — The  Min- 
ister of  Food  has  made  an  Order,  the 
Fluorine  in  Food  Order,  1947  (S.R.  &  O., 
1947,  No.  1 1 34)  specifying  the  permissible 
limits  for  the  fluorine  content  of  acidic 
phosphates  used  in  the  manufacture  of  food. 
After  October  i  it  will  be  illegal  to  manu- 
facture for  sale  or  to  sell  for  use  in  the  com- 
position or  preparation  of  food  (i)  any  cal- 
cium acid  phosphate,  sodium  acid  pyro- 
phosphate or  any  other  acidic  phosphate  if 
the  fluorine  content  by  weight  exceeds  300 
parts  per  million,  or  (2)  any  diluted  acidic 
phosphate  if  the  fluorine  content  exceeds 
300  parts  per  million  parts  of  the  acid  phos- 
phate present.    After  November  i  it  will  be 


illegal  to  manufacture  for  sale  or  for  the 
manufacturer  to  sell  any  baking  powder  if 
the  fluorine  content  by  weight  exceeds  100 
parts  per  million,  but  provision  has  been 
made  for  an  increase  in  the  fluorine  limit 
up  to  1 33  parts  per  million  for  a  concentra- 
ted baking  powder  yielding  not  less  than 
15  per  cent,  of  available  carbon  dioxide.  It 
will  also  be  illegal  to  manufacture  for  sale 
or  for  the  manufacturer  to  sell  self-raising 
flour  or  any  similar  product  with  a  fluorine 
content  by  weight  of  more  than  eight  parts 
per  million. 

LOCAL  NEWS 

Blackpool  Junior  Section. — A  visit  to 
the  Speke  factory  of  Evans  Medical  Sup- 
plies, Ltd.,  was  organised  by  the  junior  sec- 
tion of  the  Blackpool  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  on  June  18.  The  party, 
which  consisted  of  thirty-eight  pharmacists 
and  apprentices,  was  taken  on  a  tour  of  the 
factory  and  later  entertained  to  tea.  Visits 
to  other  factories  are  being  planned. 

Manchester  Golf. — In  a  four-ball  match 
between  the  local  Dental  arid  Pharmaceu- 
tical Golfing  Societies  played  at  Man- 
chester on  June  1 1 ,  the  pharmacists  won  by 
six  matches  to  two.  The  competitors  had 
tea  together  after  the  match  and  Mr.  T. 
Miller  (president,  Manchester  Pharmaceu- 
tical Golfing  Society)  said  the  match  had 
proved  so  enjoyable  that  he  hoped  it  would 
be  made  an  annual  event.

Dublin  Drug  Strike  Ends. — The  strike 
of  some  400  wholesale  drug  workers  in 
Dublin  (see  C.  &  D.,  March  8,  p.  238) 
ended  on  June  22  when  a  new  offer  made 
by  the  Irish  Drug  Association  was  accepted 
by  the  strikers.  Work  resumed  on  June 
23.  The  new  terms  provide  for  an  all- 
round  weekly  increase  of  i6s.  6d.  for  men, 
and  of  7s.  2d.  for  women.  Large  stocks  of 
drugs  and  proprietaries  which  had  been 
lying  at  Dublin  docks  are  now  being  de- 
livered to  wholesalers,  but  it  will  be  some 
weeks  before  a  normal  service  is  available. 
During  the  strike,  supplies  of  essential  drugs 
and  dressings  to  hospitals  were  maintained 
by  agreement  with  the  strike  committee.

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Manslaughter  Verdict. — A  sentence  of 
twenty-one  months'  imprisonment,  with  a 
five-year  ban  on  driving,  was  passed  at 
Gloucester,  recently,  on  a  soldier  who  had 
been  convicted  of  the  manslaughter  of  a 
Charlton  Kings  pharmacist  in  a  collision  at 
High  Street,  Cheltenham,  on  February  14. 

Sugar  Content  of  a  CordiaL — The  ques- 
tion whether  a  sale  of  lime  juice  cordial, 
alleged  to  be  deficient  in  sugar,  was  pre- 
judicial to  the  consumer,  was  considered  by 
the  bench  at  Rugeley,  Staffs,  on  June  19, 
when  F.  W.  Woolworth  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  were 
before  the  court  on  a  summons  by  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council.  The  county 
analyst,  who  gave  evidence,  said  the  cordial 
was  45  per  cent,  deficient  in  sugar.  For 
the  company,  it  was  stated  that  there  had 
been  a  series  of  Soft  Drinks  Orders,  and 
there  was  no  doubt  the  analyst  had  based 
his  opinion  on  the  1946  order,  which  laid 
down  that  there  should  be  15  per  cent,  of 
sugar.  For  years  the  ordinary  man  had 
been  getting  a  sugar  content  of  only  7i  per 
cent.,  and  it  was  submitted  that  that  should 
be  the  same  today,  whereas  they  had  8  per 
cent,  on  the  analyst's  certificate.  Retailers 
could  not  be  expected  to  check  up  each 
bottle  to  see  what  the  standard  was,  and  as 
the  company  could  not  trace  the  source 
from  which  the  bottles  reached  them,  they 
were  unable  to  take  any  action  against  the 
supplier,  who  was  responsible.  The  chair- 
man of  the  magistrates  (Mr.  F.  Hill)  said 
the  bench  felt  there  had  been  a  case  proved, 
but  there  were  extenuating  circumstances. 
They  thought  justice  would  be  met  by  pay- 
ment by  the  company  of  £5  11  s.  6d.  costs. 
On  the  application  of  the  defending 
solicitor,  the  bench  agreed  to  state  a  case.

^  Difficult  Question 

Your  bold  suggestion  about  the  origin  of  the 
Yinchester  quart  (p.  726)  is  likely  to  hold  the 
ield  indefinitely.  The  article  "  Bottles  as 
Standards  "  in  your  issue  of  January  17,  1925, 
itates  that  the  Winchester  quart  is  not  a 
■neasure  of  capacity  but  the  name  of  a  par- 
:icular  kind  of  bottle.  Was  the  term  once  a 
standard  of  measure  ?  In  an  illustrated  article 
Dn  weights  and  measures  (C.  &  D.,  1929. 
[.  816-33)  you  quote  the  following  decree  of 
William  the  Conquerer  :  "  Statuimus  et 
praecipimus  quod  habeant  per  universum 
regnum  mensuras  fidelissimas  et  signatas  .  .  . 
dcut  boni  praedecessores  nostri  statuerunt." 
That  decree  indicated  continuity.  "  Signatas  " 
is  considered  by  the  writer  of  the  article  to 
mean  "  designated  with  a  denomination  " 
rather  than  "  stamped."  Even  if  weights  and 
measures  were  stamped  in  the  Middle  Ages, 
the  available  evidence  is  so  slender  that  we  are 
not  appreciably  nearer  a  solution  of  the 
Winchester-quart  difficulty.    Among  the  data 


in  the  article  just  referred  to  is  a  comparison  of 
standard  gallons  made  in  a  report  of  a  Select 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  pre- 
sented in  1 82 1.  The  Exchequer  gallon 
equalled  270.4  cubic  inches  ;  the  gallon  as 
derived  from  the  bushel  266.1  ;  the  gallon  in  a 
definition  in  an  Act  of  William  III  268.8  ; 
from  the  pint  276.9  ;  from  the  quart  279.3  ; 
the  beer  gallon  of  an  unnamed  Act  282  ;  the 
Winchester  gallon  272.25.  The  deviation 
between  these  measures  being  so  small,  and  a 
quart  being  one-fourth  of  a  gallon,  how  does  it 
happen  that  a  Winchester  quart  holds  approx- 
imately half  a  gallon  ?  One  possibility  is  that 
just  as  a  gill  is,  or  used  to  be,  half  a  pint  in  the 
North  of  England,  a  Winchester  gallon 
equalled  two  local  quarts,  not  four. 

Confusion  Likely 

The  difficulty  of  dispensing  English  pre- 
scriptions in  Scotland,  and  Scottish  prescrip- 
tions in  England,  must,  at  the  end  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  owing  to  difficulties  with 
weights  and  measures,  have  been  formidable. 
Before  the  publication  of  the  1788  Pharma- 
copoeia Londinensis,  the  English  dispenser  had 
to  distinguish  between  the  libra,  a  pound  equal 
to  twelve  apothecary's  ounces,  and  the  libra,  a 
pint  of  sixteen  ounces.  The  P.  L.  of  1 788  intro- 
duced the  letters  P  (for  weight)  and  M  (for 
measure),  thus  lessening  one  difficulty.  On 
the  other  side  of  the  Border  the  Edinburgh 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  ordered,  in  1 792, 
that  troy  weight  was  to  be  used  for  liquids  as 
well  as  for  solids.  It  was  realised,  however, 
that  this  drastic  step  was  unlikely  to  commend 
itself  everywhere  ;  so,  "  for  greater  conveni- 
ence in  weighing  water,  wine  and  other  fluids 
of  nearly  the  same  specific  gravity,  they 
recommended  the  use  of  glass  measures  sub- 
divided like  the  weights  into  ounces,  drachms 
and  grains."  The  measures  were  cylindrical 
and  were  in  three  sizes.  The  largest  was 
graduated  in  twelve  ounces  ;  the  intermediate 
was  of  two-ounce  capacity  with  sixteen 
divisions  ;  the  smallest  was  a  two-drachm 
measure.  (Do  any  specimens  survive  in 
museums  ?)  The  change  made  in  Edinburgh 
seems  to  have  influenced  the  authorities  of  the 
London  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  and  to 
have  been  the  effective  cause  of  certain 
changes  introduced  when  the  next  P.L. 
appeared  in  1809.  One  improvement  was  the 
new  symbol  O  for  octarius,  though  the  pint 
still  contained  only  sixteen  ounces.  Another 
innovation,  a  valuable  one,  was  the  intro- 
duction of  the  minim,  replacing  the  un- 
scientific drop  which  was,  of  course,  of

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THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


On  June  1 6  Mr,  G.  R.  Chetwynd  asked  the 
Minister  of  Supply  if  he  had  considered  the 
B.I.O.S.  Final  Report,  No.  1007,  "  Instru- 
mentation and  Control  in  the  German 
Chemical  Industry,"  and  what  action  he  pro- 
posed to  take  to  implement  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  report.  Mr.  John  Wilmot 
replied  that  the  recommendations  were  under 
examination  in  detail  with  the  industry. 

Panels  on  Medical  Equipment 

Mr.  a.  M.  Skeffington  asked  the  Minister 
of  Supply  how  many  working  parties  had  been 
formed  for  the  medical  supply  industries  ;  how 
such  parties  were  composed  ;  whether  any  had 
yet  produced  a  report,  and  what  action  it  was 
proposed  to  take  on  their  recommendations. 

Mr.  Wilmot  :  There  are  no  working  parties 
for  these  industries,  but  four  departmental 
panels  have  been  set  up  to  deal  with  x-ray, 
medical  and  surgical  equipment,  scientific 
glassware  and  ophthalmic  lenses.  Reports 
have  been  received  on  the  first  three  of  these 
subjects  and  are  being  examined. 

Laboratory  Porcelain 

Mr.  Philips  Price  asked  the  Minister  of 
Works  whether  he  was  aware  of  the  serious 
shortage  of  plaster  of  Paris  for  making  labor- 
atory porcelain  ;  whether  any  plaster  of  Paris 
was  being  exported  from  Britain  to  Germany, 
and  what  steps  could  be  taken  to  ensure  a  more 
adequate  supply  for  the  British  laboratory 
porcelain  industry.  Mr.  Charles  Key  replied 
that  he  was  not  aware  of  any  serious  shortage 
of  such  plaster.  None  was  being  exported, 
and  if  Mr.  Price  had  any  particular  case  in 
mind  he  would  look  into  it. 

Controls  Under  Review 

Sir  William  Darling  asked  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  if  he  was  prepared  to 
review  controls  generally  at  a  stated  time 
twice  yearly,  and  to  invite  those  concerned  to 
represent  to  him  which  controls  should  be 
considered  for  removal,  and  why. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Belcher  :  The  controls  under 
this  Department  are  kept  under  constant 
review  in  order  to  adjust  them  to  changing 
conditions  and  to  remove  or  reduce  any  that 
may  become  unnecessary  or  needlessly 
elaborate.  I  do  not  think  there  would  be  any 
advantage  in  substituting  review  at  a  particular 
date. 

Casein  Prices 

Mr.  a.  Edwards  asked  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  if  he  was  aware  that  Britain 
was  losing  export  orders  for  casein  products 


because  the  world  price  of  raw  casein  w;| 
;^i20,  against  £2yo  per  ton  charged  by  h\ 
department  to  manufacturers  ;  and  what  ' 
proposed  to  do  to  enable  British  manufacture 
to  recover  the  trade.  Mr.  Belcher  said  dil 
<:ussions  were  taking  place  with  the  mant] 
facturers  concerned. 

Streptomycin 

On  June  19  Mr.  Gurney  Braithwai 
asked  the  Minister  of  Health  whether  he 
satisfied  that  adequate  supplies  of  streptomyci 
were  reaching  this  country  for  the  use 
hospitals  and  general  practitioners. 

Mr.  Aneurin  Bevan  replied  that  the  meri] 
of  the  drug  had  not  yet  been  established.  Tl 
only  supplies  which  had  been  obtained  by  tl: 
Government  were  for  the  purpose  of  the 
trials.  There  was  no  restriction  on  the  dolh 
side  to  the  purchase  of  whatever  amount 
streptomycin  was  necessary  for  the  tests,  but 
the  value  of  the  drug  had  not  yet  been  prove 
he  was  glad  to  know  that  it  could  not  bj 
obtained  in  drug  stores  in  this  country. 

Asked  by  Mr.  W.  Shepherd  whether  h| 
could  not  do  something  to  stop  broadcas 
appeals  for  streptomycin,  which  were  causing 
alarm,  he  said  he  had  made  an  announcemenl 
in  the  House  deploring  the  appeals,  and  rel 
gretted  very  much  that  the  B.B.C.  wa| 
giving  facilities  for  them.

PRiCE-WnrrE  askedthe  President crf| 
the  Board  of  Trade  if  he  was  aware  of  the  avail- 
ability of  loofahs  for  importation  from  BritishI 
East  Africa,  and  whether  he  would  make  themi 
available  to  the  general  public  in  this  country, 
in  the  same  quantities  as  sponges  were  madej 
available  through  importation  from  hard- 
currency  foreign  countries. 

Sir  Stafford  Cripps  :  Some  imports  ofl 
loofahs  from  British  East  Africa  and  other! 
countries  are  being  licensed  for  industrial] 
purposes  only.  Owing  to  our  balance  of  pay- 
ments position  it  is  not  possible  to  import] 
them  for  other  purposes  at  pi-esent.  Sponges! 
do  not  come,  in  the  main,  from  hard-currency 
sources.  They  are  imported  primarily  for 
commercial  use,  and  only  those  unsuitable  for 
this  purpose  are  made  available  for  sale  to  the 
general  public. 
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Animus  *'  Against  Chemists  ? 

Resisting  amendments  aimed  at  freeing 
)oth-brushes  and  tooth-paste  and  medical 
ppliances  from  purchase  tax  (see  C.  &  Z)., 
une  21,  p.  708),  Mr.  Glenvil  Hall 
Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury)  com- 
lented  "many  of  us  would  probably  be  a 
cod  deal  better  if  we  did  not  find  the  chemist 
5  convenient,"  though  he  paid  tribute  to  the 
hemists,  who  produced  for  the  people  of  the 
ountry  "  wholesome  drugs  that  could  be 
ixisted."  Mr.  Oliver  Stanley,  following 
im,  declared  that  this  "  animus  "  against 
liemists  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Hall  was  a  little 
worrying.  That  was  the  kind  of  thing  that 
sed  to  be  said  by  old-fashioned  temperance 
jformers — "  that  there  would  be  no  drunken- 
ess  if  only  public  houses  were  not  so  con- 
enient  for  everyone."  *'  I  really  cannot 
»in,"  he  said,  *'  in  this  idea  that  chemists  and 
lemists'  shops  are  bad  for  the  population,  and 
lat  to  have  so  many  about  is  a  temptation  to 
le  people  of  the  country  to  spend  their 
loney  unwisely." 

roprietary  Medicines  Under  Fire 

"  Patent  "•  medicines  received  a  good  deal  of 
ublicity  in  the  House  during  the 'week.  The 
rst  reference  came  in  the  Committee  stage  of 
le  Penicillin  Bill,  when  Mr.  Christopher 
HAWCROSs  (brother  of  the  Attorney  General) 
ttempted  to  enlarge  its  provisions  with  an 
mendment  to  give  the  Minister  of  Health 
ower  to  control  "  such  other  medicinal  sub- 
ances  as  the  Minister  may,  after  consultation 
ith  the  Medical  Advisory  Council,  pre- 
;ribe."  He  declared  that  the  "  patent " 
ledicine  industry  was  "  probably  the  largest 
nd  most  harmful,  and  certainly  the  most 
kameful  racket  ever  organised  by  private 
fiterprise."  That,  he  said,  was  not  meant  to 
e  a  criticism  of  all  "  patent  "  medicines, 
kuch  less  an  attack  generally  on  private 
nterprise.  There  were  good  medicines  and 
ad.  "  What  I  am  attacking  are  the  quack 
bmedies,  like  iodine  belts  and  penicillin  lip- 
ticks.  That  is  a  matter  of  major  importance. ' ' 
t  might  be  felt  that  it  should  not  be  intro- 
uced  by  a  side  wind  into  a  Bill  designed  to 
over  a  much  smaller  field,  but  he  thought  it 
^as  high  time  attention  was  drawn  to  it.  He 
uoted  "  Secret  Remedies,"  published  by  the 
ritish  Medical  Association,  and  the  Pharma- 
eutical  Society's  report  on  proprietary 
ledicines  which  had  been  presented  to  the 
Minister  by  Mr.  Linstead. 

Mr.  Edwards  (Parliamentary  Secretary 
D  the  Ministry  of  Health)  said  there  was  no 
oubt  that  there  were  still  widespread  abuses 
onnected  with  proprietary  remedies,  but  they 
/ere  in  a  different  category  from  those  which 


the  Government  sought  to  control  under  the 
Bill.  Undesirable  proprietary  remedies  were 
dangerous  to  the  people  who  used  them,  but 
not  dangerous  in  the  secondary  sense  to  the 
public  at  large.  All  the  substances  with 
which  they  were  concerned  in  the  Bill  were  in 
the  category  of  substances  which  were  danger- 
ous to  the  general  public.  "  While  the 
Minister  of  Health  is  favourably  disposed  to 
further  legislation  to  deal  with  proprietary 
medicines — though  there  is  no  prospect  of 
early  legislation  on  the  point — I  would  ask 
Mr.  Shawcross  not  to  pursue  this  amend- 
ment." The  amendment  was  withdrawn. 

The  following  afternoon  Mr.  Shawcross 
again  raised  the  subject.  He  asked  Mr.  Be  van 
whether  he  had  considered  the  report  on  pro- 
prietary medicines  submitted  to  him  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  what  steps  he 
proposed  to  take  to  implement  the  Society's 
recommendations  ?  Mr.  Bevan  replied  that 
he  had  given  the  report  preliminary  con- 
sideration. The  Society's  recommendations 
would  involve  legislation,  of  which  he  was 
afraid  there  was  no  early  prospect.  He  agreed 
that  the  matter  was  of  the  utmost  importance, 
but  large  numbers  of  matters  of  great  im- 
portance were  awaiting  legislation,  and  it  was 
a  matter  of  priorities.  He  told  Mr.  L.  J. 
Solley  that  he  believed  the  report  was  a 
private  document,  and  he  could  not  promise  to 
make  it  available  to  members. 

Enforcement  of  Penicillin  Control 

During  the  Committee  stage  of  the  Penicillin 
Bill  a  new  clause  was  added  to  the  Bill  pro- 
viding that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should 
have  power  to  enforce  its  provisions,  and  for 
that  purpose  might  employ  the  inspectors 
appointed  under  Section  25  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  In  Scotland  the  actual 
prosecutions  would  be  instituted  by  the 
Procurator-Fiscal.

Newsholme  (a  one- 
time president  of 
the  Pharmaceutical 
Society).  After 
studying  at  the 
letropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy,  Lon- 
on,  under  the  late  Mr.  W.  Watson  Will, 
e  passed  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  Quah- 
ying  examination  in  June  1902,  and  the 
lajor  examination  in  the  following  April, 
ecoming  then,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one 
ears  four  months,  the  youngest  pharmaceu- 
cal  chemist  in  Great  Britain.

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DAIL  DEBATE  ON  EIRE  HEALTH  BILL 


URING  the  Committee  stage  of  the  [Eire] 
ealth  Bill,  1947,  in  the  Dail  Eireann  on 
"^une  12,  Mr.  James  Dillon  moved  an 
tmendment  to  provide  that  the  sale  of 
nedical  and  toilet  preparations,  except  those 
cmtaining  poisons  or  harmful  ingredients, 
should  not  be  restricted  to  pharmaceutical 
demists.  He  said  that  the  right  to  dispense 
cartain  medicines  and  to  deal  in  certain  pre- 
pirations,  notably  poisons,  had  been  reserved 
to  pharmaceutical  chemists  by  various  legisla- 
tii^e  measures  aimed  at  preventing  the  pur- 
clase  of  poisons  by  the  public  for  felonious 
pirposes.  The  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
hcwever,  sought  to  restrict  to  themselves  the 
sile  of  what  he  described  as  "any  comestible" 
Wiich,  if  improperly  used,  might  prove  harm- 
ful to  the  purchaser.  The  chemists'  motive, 
s£id  Mr.  Dillon,  was  not  primarily  solicitude 
for  the  perils  of  the  purchaser  but  a  desire  to 
restrict  to  themselves  sales  of  the  most  profit- 
able lines.  His  amendment  was  aimed  at 
making  part  of  the  stock-in-trade  of  general 
merchants  throughout  rural  Ireland,  such 
ommodities  as  aspirin,  cod-liver  oil,  tooth- 
paste, Parrish's  food,  and  proprietary  brands 
c\i  petroleum  and  cod-liver  oil  emulsions. 
No  training  was  necessary,  he  claimed,  to  sell 
malt  extract,  baby  food  or  tooth-paste  ; 
caemists  seemed  to  think  that  other  traders 
could  not  distribute  such  goods  with  the  same 
solicitous  discretion. 

Mr.  F.  Loughman,  T.D.  (a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland)  gave  answer  that  the  pharmaceutical 
chemists  were  asking  merely  that  the  sale  of 
certain  articles  should  be  reserved  to  chem- 
ists, who  had  to  go  through  an  extensive 
period  of  training  in  order  to  become  quali- 
fied to  sell  such  goods.  Any  other  shopkeeper 
who  wished  to  sell  them  could  do  so  by  form- 


ing a  limited  company,  provided  only  that 
the  managing  director  of  the  company  was 
himself  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  he  said, 
had  no  power  to  regulate  in  any  way  the 
business  transactions  or  profits  of  chemists. 
The  Irish  Drug  Association  was  the  chemists' 
trade  organisation  ;  like  similar  organisations 
in  other  trades,  it  naturally  sought  to  secure 
certain  advantages  for  its  members.  If 
pharmaceutical  manufacturers  decided  to  sell 
their  goods  only  through  chemists,  there  could 
be  nothing  unlawful  or  unjust  about  such  a 
practice  ;  prices  were  arranged  in  conjunction 
with  the  prices  section  of  the  Department  of 
Industry  and  Commerce.  A  chemist's  shop 
could  not  exist  if  it  were  compulsory  to  sell  at 
a  rate  of  profit  less  than  that  which  chemists 
were  trying  to  secure. 

While  he  agreed  that  the  compounding  of 
prescriptions  and  the  distribution  of  poisons, 
dangerous  substances  or  scarce  therapeutic 
agents  should  be  confined  to  chemists,  Mr. 
Dillon  thought  there  was  a  wide  variety  of 
cosmetics,  soaps,  etc.,  which  might  be  sold 
equally  well  by  other  traders.  The  more 
people  engaged  in  such  distribution,  the 
better  it  would  be  for  the  public. 

Mr.  D.  Allen  said  the  sale  of  simple  sub- 
stances in  everyday  use  should  not  be  confined 
to  chemists,  because  many  rural  areas  were 
miles  from  a  chemist's  shop.  Mr.  Dillon 
received  permission  to  withdraw  his  amend- 
ment and  to  reintroduce  it  on  the  Report 
stage. 

Earlier,  during  the  Committee  stage,  Dr. 
Ryan  (Minister  of  Health)  had  introduced 
an  amendment  to  restrict  the  sale  of  penicillin 
and  similar  substances  which,  used  indiscrim- 
inately, might  cause  penicillin-resistant  bac- 
teria to  develop.    This  was  approved.

•Jew  Preparations

lusting  powder.  In  accordance  with  present 
rends,  the  injection  of  penicillin  is  directed 
o  be  prepared  with  an  aqueous  base,  while 
ilternative  bases  (solutions  of  beeswax  in 
irachis  oil  or  ethyl  oleate)  are  allowed  for  the 
)ily  injection.  D.D.T.  application,  an  emul- 
ion  containing  i^^  gr.  D.D.T.  in  2  fl.  oz.,  is 
mother  completely  new  preparation  included 
n  the  formulary,  while  among  new  tablets  the 
nclusion  of  Paludrine  (o.i-gm.)  is  noteworthy. 
Jlecent  cases  of  infection  of  baby  powder  with 


tetanus  organisms  in  New  Zealand  (see  C.  & 
D.,  1946. 2. 131),  may  account  for  the  in- 
clusion of  a  sterile  dusting  powder  containing 
talc,  directed  to  be  packed  "  in  stout  paper  or 
cellophane  envelopes."  The  section  in  which 
this  preparation  is  included,  formerly  known 
as  the  children's  section,  is  now  to  be  known, 
perhaps  more  accurately,  as  the  infants' 
section. 

The  dispensing  of  mist.  rhei.  co.  is  facilitated 
by  substitution  for  powdered  rhubarb  and 
powdered  ginger,  of  the  corresponding  tinc- 
tures, while  tincture  of  catechu  replaces  the 
powdered  drug  in  mist.  cret.  and  mist.  cret. 
aromat.  c.  opio.  In  the  mixture  formulas 
generally,  tinctures  replace  liquid  extracts 
and  concentrated  tinctures,  and  gentian  is 
replacing  quassia  as  a  bitter  agent.  Sodium 
metabisulphite  as  a  stabilising  agent  has  been 
added  to  gutt.  physostigmin.  and  neb. 
adrenalin. 

While  it  appears  to  have  been  the  intention 
of  the  revisers  to  adopt,  where  possible,  B.P. 
or  B.P.C.  formulas  and  names  (and  thereby 
to  avoid,  so  far  as  possible,  duplication  of 
preparations  or  nomenclature),  it  seems 
a  pity  that  emulsio  paraffini  liquidi 
alkalina,  B.P.C,  is  to  be  known  in  the  N.W.F. 
as  emulsio  paraffini  liquidi  et  magnesiae. 

The  revisers  might  also  have  altered  to 
advantage  the  name  of  the  formulary  to  suit 
better  the  present  period  (of  peace) ,  but  the 
fact  that  the  word  "  war  "  has  been  placed 
in  parenthesis  in  the  Ministry's  advance 
announcement  may  indicate  that  it  is  shortly 
to  disappear. 

Hot-water  Bottle  Prices 

Some  confusion  appears  to  have  arisen  as  to 
the  correct  prices  that  a  retailer  should  charge 
for  india-rubber  hot- water  bottles.  Prior  to 
April  16,  the  rate  of  purchase  tax  chargeable 
(under  Class  7  (b)  viii)  was  33^  per  cent,  of 
the  wholesale  price.  On  that  date,  the 
Chancellor  reduced  the  rate  of  tax  on  india- 
rubber  hot-water  bottles  to  i6f  per  cent.,  in 
order  to  bring  them  into  line  with  metal  and 
stone  hot-water  bottles. 

No  Order  giving  effect  to  the  change  was, 
however,  issued  by  the  Customs  and  Excise 
authorities,  whose  Rubber  Hot-water  Bottles 
(Maximum  Prices)  Order,  1945  (S.R.  &  O. 
1945,  No.  1 157)  dated  September  17,  1945, 
was  amended  in  1946  (S.R.  &  O.  1946, 
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No.  1420),  but  has  not  subsequently  been 
rescinded  or  altered.  Under  that  Order,  the 
maximum  price  a  retailer  may  charge  for  an 
india-rubber  hot-water  bottle  is  the  aggregate 
of  the  following  amounts  : — 

(1)  The  price  paid  to  the  manufacturer 
or  wholesaler  by  the  retailer  ; 

(2)  An  amount  equal  to  42.86  per  cent, 
of  such  price  ; 

(3)  The  amount  of  purchase  tax  paid  in 
respect  of  such  items. 

The  figure  arrived  at  in  this  way  was  made 
subject,  however,  to  an  overriding  maximum 
which  was  outlined  in  a  table  given  in  a 
schedule  to  the  original  Order,  and  amended 
in  the  1946  Order  to  which  we  have  made 
reference. 

A  Further  Order  Due 

A  further  amending  order  is  thus  due  from 
the  Customs  and  Excise  authorities  in  order 
to  regularise  the  position,  but  chemists  may 
take  it  that  the  new  rate  of  tax  is  in  operation. 
Until  the  new  Order  arrives,  they  may  use- 
fully refer  to  the  following  table  which  gives, 
in  Column  3,  our  own  figures  for  what  the 
prices  charged  for  india-rubber  hot-water 
bottles  should  be,  based  on  the  i6f  per  cent, 
rate  of  purchase  tax  : —

Infestation  Control 

A  DESCRIPTION  of  methods  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for  the  "  systematic 
destruction  of  rodent  pests  in  urban  areas  " 
is  contained  in  a  pamphlet  entitled  "  In- 
festation Control :  Rats  and  Mice,"  pub 
lished  recently  by  the  Ministry  (obtainable 
from  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  Kingsway, 
London,  W.C.2,  price  is.  6d.).  The 
methods  are  based  on  a  scheme  developed 
by  the  Ministry  during  the  war,  the  funda- 
mental research  for  which  was  carried  out 
by  th?  Bureau  of  Animal  Population,  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford.  Poisons  mentioned 
include  cyanide  powders,  zinc  phosphide 
red  squill,  and  alpha-naphthyl-thiourea

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FROM  LEECHES  TO  PENICILLIN 

pfenty-five  years  in  business  as  a  pharmacist  at  Edgware  were 
itomised  in  a  window  display  by  Mr.  Horace  Wright,  M.P.S.,  recently. 
;low    he    relates    his    experiences    during    the  quarter-century. 


IE  sleety  winter  evening  in  1921,  I  found, 
the  doorstep  of  the  pharmacy  I  was 
naging  at  Gricklewood,  someone  furiously 
ging  the  bell.  He  had  come  from  Edgware, 
ir  miles  away,  because  he  could  not  buy 
:re  the  castor  oil  that  he  urgently  wanted, 
e  incident  started  me  thinking.  It  also  set 
train  a  sequence  of  events  that  culminated, 
March  1922,  in  my  being  the  proud  owner 
he  Edgware  business.  I  found  the  popula- 
n  starving  for  some  sort  of  pharmaceutical 
vice  and  very  grateful  for  any  help  given 
;m.  I  decided,  therefore,  as  a  fundamental 
icy  to  go  out,  sleeves  turned  up  and  ready 
everything,  for  a  business  that  made  per- 
lal  service  to  the  customer  its  cornerstone, 
e  passing  of  the  years  has  proved  my 
:ision  correct. 

rsonal  Service 

?rom  the  time  of  my  demobilisation,  after 
;  1 9 14-18  war,  I  was  aware  that  the  young 
;mist  was  intent  on  "  big  business  "  of  the 
res  type,  and  had  thrown  aside  anything  his 

iier  and  teacher  stood  for.  I  maintained 
it  this  was  a  wrong  policy,  because,  though 
re  may  have  been  a  certain  weakness  and 
•rt-sightedness  in  his  teachers,  they  also 
bodied  much  sound  knowledge  and  capa- 
ity,  which  had  given  the  chemist  of  fifty 
irs  ago  a  unique  relation  to  his  customer, 
t  only  was  he  a  "  halfway  house  "  between 
dent  and  doctor,  he  was  also  a  friend  of  both 
ilmost  their  father  confessor. 
[  set  about  extending  the  woefully  low  stock 
It  I  took  over,  offering  to  obtain  anything 
ssible  for  my  customers,  and  determined  to 
my  utmost  to  help  each '  customer  that 
ne  to  me.  The  range  of  service  was  large, 
r  example,  I  have  been  called  to  a  house  to 
ce  where  all  the  maggots,  found  by  the 
rified  housewife  in  the  hall,  the  kitchen  and 
nost  everywhere  else,  were  coming  from 
i,  following  up  the  spoor,  have  traced  the 
Lggots  to  the  remains  of  a  duck  in  the  dust- 
i  ;  I  have  borne  a  cylinder  of  oxygen  on  my 
)ulder  for  a  couple  of  miles  in  the  middle  of 
:  night  ;  and  I  have  spent  a  Christmas 
ernoon  obtaining  an  air-bed. 
[n  my  early  days  the  village  doctor  was  a 
md  old  Irishman — Doctor  Findlater — who, 
en  he  observed  my  efforts,  gave  me  every 
ip,  and  I  feel  that  this  contributed  materially 
"  dig  me  in."  The  medical  men  that  have 


come  here  since  my  arrival  have  all  helped 
me.  I  have  always  had  to  keep  a  step  ahead 
of  the  doctors  in  their  requirements,  with  the 
result  that  they  have  come  to  look  on  me  as  a 
sure  source  of  information  and  supply,  and  I 
must  say  that  it  has  repaid  me  very  well 
indeed.  ' 

Successful  Advertising 

Following  the  extension  of  the  Underground 
railway  to  Edgware  in  1923,  and  the  conse- 
quent expansion  of  the  population,  the 
Middlesex  County  Council  decided  to  widen 
the  High  Street,  where  my  shop  was  situated. 
The  process  took  over  ten  years,  and  traders 
began  to  find  themselves  surrounded  by  empty 
and  half-pulled-down  shops,  and  hemmed  in 
by  closed  roads  and  heaps  of  debris.  The  con- 
ditions spelt  ruination  to  some,  but  fortunately 
the  many  customers  to  whom  I  was  known 
continued  to  come  to  me  in  conditions  so  bad 
that  I  sent  out  a  circular  headed — "  Shop  in 
the  Front  Line."  I  may  say  that  I  have 
found  the  most  successful  form  of  advertise- 
ment to  be  an  entirely  personal  circular,  well- 
produced  and  unique  in  layout — never 
"  cheap,"  but  hinting  at  the  merits  of  my 
pharmacy  by  the  quality  of  the  presentation. 

I  decided  that  a  modicum  of  public  activity 
was  necessary  to  keep  one's  place  conspicuous, 
and  for  seven  years  I  was  president  of  the 
Edgware  Chamber  of  Commerce.  The 
position,  while  not  calling  for  too  much 
absence  from  the  business,  served  to  acquaint 
me  with  my  neighbours  and  to  consolidate  my 
position  locally. 

In  the  middle  thirties  several  doctors  in  the 
district  gave  up  dispensing,  and  I  took  over 
the  contents  of  a  number  of  the  dispensaries. 
Often  they  showed  a  tendency  to  continue 
having  the  medicine  charged  to  their  account, 
but  I  consistently  pointed  out  to  them  that,  in 
these  days  of  expensive  medication,  that  policy 
resulted  in  their  own  bill  appearing  unduly 
large,  and  that  the  patient  might  prefer  to  pay 
the  account  in  two  portions — part  to  them  and 
part  to  me.  Today,  this  system  is  invariably 
adopted. 

During  the  war  I  lost  two  qualified  men  and 
my  secretary,  called  up  for  national  service. 
I  had  to  work  practically  day  and  night,  and 
in  my  spare  time  performed  the  duties  of  Post 
Warden  over  half  the  business  area  of  Edgware. 
No  holiday  for  seven  years,  and  doing  every-

thing  from  washing  bottles  at  the  sink  at  7  a.m. 
to  carrying  in  goods  from  the  vans  driven  by 
women  who  could  not  lift  the  packages,  was 
heavy  going.  Surprisingly,  I  ihink  I  have  felt 
the  better  for  it.  More  than  thirty- five  years 
have  now  passed  since  I  qualified.  Looking 
back,  I  feel  a  profound  satisfaction  and  sense 
of  accomplishment,  which  I  tried  to  epitomise 
in  a  window  I  designed  this  year  as  a  silver 
jubilee  celebration.  I  have  not  made  a  tre- 
mendous fortune,  but  I  have  had  quite  a  good 
time  and  many  hobbies  :  tennis,  fishing  and 
painting.  I  have  had  a  motor-car  for  twenty- 
four  years,  and  I  have  seen  most  of  the  beauty 
of  England  and  the  Continent. 

Unusual  Window  Display 

In  the  window  display  referred  to  I  placed 
all  my  prescription  books,  ranging  through 
one-and-a-half  alphabets  and  representing 
just  under  190,000  prescriptions.  I  opened 
the  first  book  to  show  the  first  prescription  I 
had  made  up.  Beside  it  I  put  four  leeches  and 
on  the  other  side  a  penicillin  show,  linking  the 
two  together,  and  calling  the  display  "  From 
Leeches  to  Penicillin,"  On  a  large  card  I 
inscribed  a  message  of  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  local  doctors,  nursing  homes,  their  patients 
and  my  clients  for  the  confidence  they  have 
placed  in  me  during  the  past  twenty-five 
years  in  the  care  of  their  health  and  the  making 
of  their  medicine.  The  window  has  been  a 
great  success,  and  has  called  for  much  com- 
ment and  commendation,  both  individually 
and  in  the  general  and  local  Press.    The  dis- 


play is  of  the  kind  I  consider  should  be  most 
evidence  in  the  future,  in  view  of  the  ne^ 
health  services  and  their  significance. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  say  that  ther 
never  was  a  time  when  the  demand  for  goo 
personal  service  and  help  on  the  part  of  th 
private  chemist  was  in  greater  demand,  ant 
the  man  that  is  prepared  to  offer  it  need  nti 
fear  competition  from  either  multiple 
privule  business.

We've  three 
quart  bottles :  A  for  bilious,  B  for  malarial 
and  C  for  typhoid  ;  and  the  donkeyman  has 
a  swig  out  of  each,  with  a  nip  of  chlorodyne 
thrown  in,  just  after  his  breakfast  every 
morning,  and  then  a  rub  with  some  Rheu- 
matic Cure,  and  if  he  isn't  as  right  as  a 
mail-boat  —  well,  never  speak  to  me  of 
drugs  again.

Penicillin  in  Bovine  Mastitis. — During 
1945-46  sixty-four  dairy  cows  suffering 
from  streptococcal  mastitis  were  treated 
by  Downham  and  Christie  ("  Veterinary 
Record,"  1946.58.475)  with  penicillin 
by  udder  infusions,  and  results  showed 
that  75  per  cent,  were  cured  clinically  and 
bacteriologically.  A  solution  of  120,000 
units  of  penicillin  in  400  mils  of  sterile  dis- 
tilled water  is  recommended  by  the  authors 
for  use  on  each  occasion ;  it  is  sufficient  for 
treating  the  four  quarters  of  the  udder.  The 
most  convenient  time  for  infusion  is  shortly 
after  milking.  Work  is  being  carried  out  on 
the  treatment  of  staphylococcal  mastitis,  and 
it  appears  that  a  larger  dose  of  penicillin 
may  have  to  be  given  than  with  the  strepto- 
coccal infection.  Summer  mastitis  in  dry 
cows  (due  to  C.  pyogenes)  has  not  responded 
so  successfully,  however,  to  treatment  with 
penicillin. 

New  Treatment  of  Bovine  Coccidiosis. 

— 4  :  4' — diamino  diphenyl  sulphone,  a 
drug  which  has  been  known  for  some  years 
to  possess  antibacterial  activity,  has  been 
found  by  Steward  ("Veterinary  Record," 
January  18,  p.  21)  to  'be  effective  in  the 
treatment  of  bovine  coccidiosis  caused  by 
Eimeria  Turnii,  and  it  is  cheaper  than^  Sul- 
phamethazine,  an  alternative  drug.  Giving 
the  drug  orally  once  every  twenty-four 
hours  resulted  in  cessation  of  the  dysentery, 
and  the  oocyst  count  became  reduced  from 
levels  between  200  and  25,000  per  gm. 
to  -  negligible  numbers  within  forty-eight 
to  seventy-two  hours,  the  faeces  returning 
to  normal  within  the  next  twenty-four 
hours.  Dosage  recommended  is  at  the  rate 
of  0.04  gm.  per  kilo  per  twenty-four  hours 
or  0.08  gm.  per  kilo  per  forty-eight  hours, 
but  in  either  case  the  first  (loading)  dose 
should  be  double.  The  author  recom- 
mends that  the  treatment  should  be  given 
over  a  period  of  at  least  six  days. 

A  German  Veterinary  Ointment. — A 
recently  issued  report  by  the  British  In- 
telligence Objectives  Subcommittee 
(F.I.A.T.  Final  Report  No.  868)  describes 
an  ointment,  developed  by  the  I.G.  Farben 
plant  at  Hoechst  and  issued  under  the  trade 
name  of  Bovoflavine,  for  the  treatment  of 
bovine  trichomoniasis.  The  ointment  has 
the  following  formula  :  — 


Trypaflavine    0-5 

Surafen  A    0.05 

Triethyleneglycol    55-oo 

P.60    38.45 

Distilled  water   6.00 


Trypaflavine,  the  I.G.  Farben  brand  of 
neutral  acriflavine,  is  an  empirical  mixture 
of  the  methylchloride  and  the  hydrochloride 
of  diamino  acridine.  It  is  obtained  by 
carefully  controlled  neutralisation  of  a  solu- 
tion of  the  monochlorhydrates  of  3-6-dia- 
mino- 1  o-methylacridiniumchloride  and  3-6- 
diamino-acridine,  followed  by  precipitation 
with  saline.  Surafen  A  belongs  to  the 
amino-quinoline  series  and  is  used  as  a  sur- 
face and  depth  protozoicide,  its  action  being, 
apparently,  complementary  to  that  of  trypa- 
flavine. Triethylene  glycol  and  P.60  (a 
condensation  product  of  ethylene  oxide)  are 
used  to  provide  an  ointment  base  suitable 
for  use  on  moist  membranes  of  the  penis. 
The  ointment  has  a  markedly  low  melting- 
point. 

Hexachlorethane     in     Fascioliosis.  — 

Fourteen  emaciated  cattle  and  twelve 
sheep  "  in  poor  condition,"  all  infected  with 
liver  fluke,  have  been  treated  with  a  sus- 
pension of  hexachlorethane  by  Lapage  and 
others  with  good  results  ("  Veterinary  Re- 
cord," April  12,  p.  176).  The  suspension 
used  was  made  to  the  following  formula 
(recommended  by  Olsen) :  — 

Hexachlorethane    ...        ...    500  gm. 

Bentonite    ...        ...        ...      50  gm. 

White  flour  4  to  ^  teaspoonful 

Tap  water  ...        ...    750  mils 

The  water  is  added  slowly  to  the'  other  in- 
gredients, stirring  with  a  wooden  imple- 
ment, and  the  final  mixture  contains 
approximately  one  part  of  hexachlorethane 
in  two  parts  by  volume.  The  doses  recom- 
mended are,  for  cattle,  10  gm.  hexachlo- 
rethane (20  mils  suspension)  per  100  lb. 
live  weight ;  for  sheep,  15  gm.  to  30  gm.  of 
hexachlorethane.  The  animals  need  not  be 
fasted.  Eight  out  of  the  twelve  sheep  ceased 
to  pass  fluke  eggs  within  six  to  seven  days 
after  a  single  dose  (15  gm.)  of  hexachlore- 
thane, though  some  relapse  was  observed 
after  twenty-seven  days.  With  the  cattle, 
a  total  of  from  29  to  57  gm.  hexachlore- 
thane; given  in  two  doses  at  an  interval  of 
eleven  days,  produced  a  negative  egg-count 
in  eight  out  of  nine  cattle,  sixteen  days 
after  the  second  dose  ;  while  a  single  dose  in 
the  five  other  cattle  produced  on  the  fif- 
teenth day  a  negative  result  in  two.  The 
cattle  doses  were  approximately  half  those 
recommended  by  Olsen.  A  twice-yearly 
treatment  is  recommended  —  in  late 
autumn ;  and  again  in  early  spring,  when 
more  adult  (and  less  resistant)  flukes  are 
present. 
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SCOTTISH  PHARMACEUTrCAL  FEDERATION 


A  MEETING  of  the  executive  of  the  Scottish 
Pharmaceutical  Federation  was  held  in  Edin- 
burgh on  June  1 1,  Mr.  G.  A.  Buick  (president) 
in  the  chair. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Elder  (the  Federation's  repre- 
sentative on  the  Chemists  Federation  Council) 
reported  on  meetings  of  C.F.  committees  and 
of  the  C.F.  Council  which  he  had  attended  in 
London.  He  referred  to  a  circular  which  had 
been  issued  to  all  C.F.  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers  about  a  C.F.  publicity  and 
propaganda  fund,  and  mentioned  that  an 
appeal  would  also  be  made  to  retail  chemists 
for  contributions.  It  was  intimated  that  C.F. 
propaganda  meetings  to  be  held  in  Falkirk  on 
July  8,  Glasgow  on  July  g,  and  Ayr  on  July  lo, 
would  be  addressed  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Kemp 
(secretary,  Chemists  Federation).  The 
President  reported  on  a  meeting  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  a  National  Pharmaceutical 
Service  which  he  had  attended  in  London  on 
May  8.  It  was  also  mentioned  that  a  report 
on  the  present  position  as  it  affected  Scotland 
would  be  given  in  the  afternoon  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
(Scotland)  (Enlarged)  of  which  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Federation  were  members.  It 
was  reported  that  a  wages  agreement  between 
the  Federation  and  the  Union  of  Shop,  Dis- 
tributive and  Allied  Workers  had  been  formally 
signed  on  April  ig. 

Claims  Dealt  With 

The  secretary's  report  on  cases  dealt  with 
since  last  Executive  Council  meeting,  which 
was  submitted  and  approved,  referred,  inter 
alia,  to  the  following  : — An  indemnity  claim 
against  a  member  for  ;^ioo  in  respect  of  the 
death  of  a  greyhound,  alleged  to  have  been 
caused  by  an  overdose  of  male  fern  in  a  worm 
capsule  supplied  by  the  member,  had  not  yet 
been  settled.  Advice  had  been  given  to  a 
member  on  a  complaint,  made  to  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  by  a  doctor,  that  a  National 
Health  Insurance  prescription  had  not  been 
properly  dispensed.  The  Insurance  Com- 
mittee had  issued  a  severe  warning  to  the 
chemist  and  directed  his  attention  to  the  need 
for  accurate  dispensing.  A  member  who  had 
obtained  proofs  from  a  number  of  label 
printers,  was  advised  that  a  charge  for  the 
work  involved  in  supplying  a  proof  label  was 
legitimate.  The  Federation's  solicitor  had 
advised  a  member  that  a  lady  assistant  who 
had  left  his  services  after  giving  only  one 
week's  notice  was  not  entitled  to  any  pay  in 
respect  of  holidays  which  she  had  not  re- 
ceived, and  advised  the  member  to  repudiate 
liability.  A  member's  claim  against  a  firm  for 


a  refund  of  £^  los.  which  had  been  paid  to 
account  in  respect  of  the  purchase  of  a  cash 
register,  delivery  of  which  had  been  delayed, 
was  settled  to  the  member's  satisfaction. 

A  report  was  given  of  a  meeting  held  in 
Glasgow  on  April  2g  between  representatives 
of  the  Federation  and  a  deputation  from  the 
Northern  Ireland  Pharmaceutical  Negotiating 
Committee  regarding  National  Health  Ser- 
vices. A  letter  had  been  received  expressing 
the  Committee's  thanks  for  an  instructive  and 
enjoyable  visit.  As  the  result  of  correspond- 
ence with  the  Ministry  of  Food,  Glasgow,  in 
connection  with  a  member's  personal  points 
account  which  had  lapsed  as  a  result  of  con- 
fectionery zoning,  the  account  was  reinstated 
with  the  credit  held  at  the  time  of  lapsing. 

The  Federation's  accounts  for  the  year 
ended  April  30  were  submitted,  approved  and 
adopted,  subject  to  audit.  The  financial 
result  was  considered  satisfactory.  The 
scrutineers'  report  for  the  Executive  Council 
election  was  submitted,  and  the  President 
declared  the  following  new  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  duly  elected  : — Aberdeen  and 
North  Eastern  Area,  Messrs.  W.  T.  Elder  and 
John  A.  Neil ;  Dundee  and  East  and  Central 
Area,  Messrs.  John  Anderson  and  J.  B. 
Coupar  ;  Edinburgh  and  South  Eastern  Area, 
Messrs.  P.  H.  Gartwright,  William  Reid  and 
John  H.  Tainsh  ;  Glasgow  and  South  Western 
Area,  Messrs.  C.  A.  Buick,  W.  Spence  Culbert, 
David  Hogg,  A.  Murray,  Andrew  Officer  and 
William  Peebles.  It  was  agreed  to  invite  Mr. 
Robert  S.  Whitelaw,  Cupar,  and  Mr.  T. 
Mackenzie,  Inverness,  to  fill  vacancies  in  the 
Executive  Council  for  Edinburgh  and  South 
Eastern  Area  and  Inverness  and  Northern  Area, 
respectively.  Mr.  Charles  A.  Buick  was  re- 
appointed President,  and  Mr.  W.  Spence 
Culbert  Vice-president. 


Alkaloidal  **  Herbs.** — In  the  nursery- 
man's seed  catalogue  I  was  a  bit  startled 
to  see  under  the  heading  "  Herbs  "  not  only 
sage,  thyme,  marjoram,  and  such  like,  but 
belladonna  and  henbane  ...  So  I  wrote 
a  friendly  note  to  the  firm  when  I  ordered 
my  seeds,  asking  if  it  was  not  rather  risky 
to  include  poisonous  plants  among  herbs. 
They  replied  that  the  classification  was 
"  herbs  "  and  not  "  culinary  herbs  "  and 
that  those  for  domestic  use  were  starred. 
The  demand  for  belladonna  and  henbane 
was  so  great,  they  said,  that  it  seemed 
simplest  to  catalogue  the  seeds  in  this  way. 
The  labels  bore  a  warning  note  that  the 
plants  are  dangerous. — A  peripatetic  corre- 
spondent in  the  "  Lancet."

Fruits  of  Bargaining 

Sir, — May  I  refer  to  the  leading  article  in 
y^our  issue  of  June  21  (p.  719)  and  to  your 
report  (p.  716)  of  the  address  which  I  gave  to 
the  Cheltenham  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
jociety  on  June  12  ?  In  the  Editorial  you 
mention  that  I  challenged  the  claim  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  to  have  been 
successful  negotiators.  This  is,  of  course,  a 
erfectly  true  statement  of  fact,  but  in  the 
ccount  of  the  meeting  you  were  unable, 
nfortunately,  for  reasons  of  space,  to  include 
he  arguments  and  figures  I  quoted  in  support 
f  that  challenge.  I  should  therefore  be 
ateful  if  you  would  permit  the  space  for  the 
bllowing  short  statement.  In  my  address  I 
eferred  to  a  statement  made  by  Mr.Mallinson 
the  recent  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical 
ommittees  at  which  he  said  that,  at  the  time 
e  was  assistant  secretary  to  the  Pharma- 
eutical  Society,  the  Council  had  a  poor  idea 
f  the  value  of  the  chemists'  services  under 
ational  Health  Insurance.  This  was  the 
tatement  to  which  I  made  reply  in  my 
heltenham  address,  and  in  support  of  my 
rgument  I  quoted  figures  taken  from  the 
ublished  reports  of  the  Joint  Committee  for 
ricing  Prescriptions,  South-eastern  Division, 
n  the  year  1921,  when  the  N.P.U.  took  over 
rom  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  the  duty  of 
egotiating  chemists'  terms,  the  average  dis- 
pensing fee  in  this  part  of  the  country  was 
4  pence  per  prescription.  By  1924  this 
average  fee  had  been  reduced  to  4.4  pence, 
remaining  stationary  at  this  figure  until  1942. 
Thus  the  record  of  the  N.P.U.  over  the  first 
twenty-one  years  of  its  activities  was  an 
average  reduction  in  the  chemists'  dispensing 
fees  of  approximately  20  per  cent.  I  then 
developed  the  argument  that  the  two  war- 
time increments,  each  of  i6f  per  cent., 
between  1942  and  the  present  day  represented, 
fact,  only  an  increase  of  about  18  per  cent. 


on  the  figures  ruling  in  192 1.  I  compared 
that  small  increase  with  the  general  increase 
of  76  per  cent,  in  wages  and  salaries  generally 
in  this  country  since  1938.  It  was  upon  these 
figures  that  I  challenged  the  claim  of  the 
N.P.U.  that  they  have  been  successful  nego- 
tiators of  the  chemists'  terms  since  their 
inception.  In  a  further  sentence  in  the 
same  paragraph  of  your  Editorial  you  say  that 
I  fear  that  the  N.P.U.  would  be  willing  to 
compound  for  lower  remuneration.  I  think 
this  is  quite  a  misinterpretation  of  anything  in 
my  address.  Where  I  referred  to  bargaining 
in  goods,  the  context  was  that  to  approach 
negotiations  on  our  terms  of  service  on  the 
basis  of  bargaining  for  goods  was  the  wrong 
approach  which  could  only  lead  to  disappoint- 
ing results.  Perhaps  you  would  be  kind 
enough  to  find  space  for  these  figures,  etc.,  in 
your  next  issue.

One-book  Accounts 

"/  cannot  understand  why  a  standard 
method  of  accounts  cannot  be  framed  in 
one  book.  Such  a  system,  of  course,  would 
have  to  be  comprehensive,  and  in  order  to 
avoid  delay  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  would 
have  to  be  self-balancing.  I  should  be 
pleased  of  your  suggestions  on  this  matter. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  design  a  simple 
and  self-balancing  system  of  accounts  in 
one  book,  because  before  the  day-to-day 
business  transactions  were  entered  it  would 
be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  chemist's  fin- 
ancial position. 

The  system  would  have  to  be  based  on 
the  actual  cash  transactions,  and  a  number 
of  adjustments  would  have  to  be  made  at 
balancing  time.  The  principle  of  double- 
entry  would  have  to  apply,  and  there  would 
have  to  be  a  somewhat  detailed  analysis 


purchases,  rent,  rates  and  taxes,  managi 
ment  expenses,  capital  outlay,  etc.  ThWJ'Jould 
would  mean  the  use  of  a  cash  section  rulr** 
by  the  printers  with  a  sufficient  number 
money    columns,    including    columns  f 
bank  lodgments,  private  drawings,  and  th 
payments  made  to  suppliers  in  whose  name 
accounts  have  been  opened.    The  cash  re 
ceipts  would  also  have  to  be  analysed  t 
show  the  shop  sales,  other  receipts,  and  th 
cheques    drawn.     A   suitable  pattern 
ruling  for  the  cash  receipts  and  payment 
section  of  the  book  is  shown  below. 

By  adding  together  the  three  receip 
columns  and  deducting  the  total  payment 
the  balance  of  cash  in  hand  could  be  veri 
fied  at  any  time,  but  there  would  be  n( 
need  to  insert  this  balance  until  the  clos 
of  the  year  when  ascertaining  the  classifid 
totals  of  the  various  columns.

of  business  expenditure.  Moreover,  unless 
it  was  quite  clear  how  the  final  figures 
should  be  marshalled,  it  would  not  be  easy 
to  balance  the  accounts. 

The  only  way  of  overcoming  these  ob- 
stacles would  be  as  follows: — The  cash 
payments  would  have  to  be  classified  under 
standard  headings,  such  as  wages,  trade 


money  takings  as  distinct  from  remittances 
received  from  credit  customers,  the  latter 
being  shown  under  "  Other  Receipts  "  and 
posted  direct  to  the  personal  accounts  which 
would  be  kept  in  a  ledger.  The  amount 
of  every  cheque  drawn  on  the  chemist's 
bank  account  would  be  inserted  in  the 
Cheques  Drawn  "  column,  being  thereby 
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jated  as  cash  received  from  the  bank, 
|nd  the  amount  of  each  cheque  would  have 
be  entered  on  the  payments  side,  first 
the  "  total  "  column,  and  then  under 
respective  analytical  head. 
At  the  date  of  stocktaking  the  cash  re-

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RINIDAD  LEMONGRASS  OIL 

ViTH  a  view  to  the  development  of  an 
idustry  in  Trinidad,  trials  have  been  un- 
ertaken  in  the  cultivation  of  lemongrass, 
nd  satisfactory  yields  of  oil  have  been 
btained.  Cosgrove  and  Islip  ("  Bulletin  of 
he  Imperial  Institute,"  44.4.290)  have 
ublished  the  results  of  their  chemical  ex- 
minations  of  samples  of  the  oil,  and  have 
Iso  given  the  reports  of  essential  oil  im- 
orters  and  oil  distillers  to  whom  samples 
k^ere  submitted.  The  oil,  after  filtration 
trough  paper,  was  clear  but  very  dark 
n  colour,  and  tests  showed  it  to  be  similar 
o  soluble  East  Indian  or  Cochin  oil.  Test- 
ng  for  aldehydes  (as  citral),  using  the 
ydroxylamine  method,  gave  the  very  high 
alue  of  82.8  per  cent.,  compared  with  70 
o  85  per  cent,  and  53  to  83  per  cent, 
or  commercial  East  Indian  and  West 
[ndian  oils,  respectively.  Because  of  its 
olubility  in  70  per  cent,  alcohol,  the 
iuthors  state  that  it  would  be  suitable  for 
direct  use  in  perfumery,  though  the  dark 
olour  might  be  a  disadvantage,  and  the 
ligh  citral  content  rendered  the  oil  par- 
icularly  suitable  for  the  isolation  of  that 
Idehyde  for  the  manufacture  of  ionones. 
The  oil  should  be  able  to  compete  with 
ochin  lemongrass  even  in  a  normal  mar- 
cet.  In  view  of  the  satisfactory  report, 
fforts  are  being  made  to  extend  the  culti- 
v^ation  of  lemongrass  in  Trinidad,  and  a 
uggestion  has  been  put  forward  that  the 
Deasants  should  be  encouraged  to  grow  the 
?rass  in  otherwise  wasted  corners  and  sell 
their  produce  to  a  central  buying  agency. 

SEYCHELLES  CINNAMON  OIL 

That  commercial  Seychelles  cinnamon  oil 
is  below  the  standard  for  Ceylon  oil  is 
shown  in  a  report  by  Cosgrove  and  Islip 
("  Bulletin  of  the  Imperial  Institute," 
4.287),  who  have  examined  a  sample 
of  the  former  oil.  The  Ceylon  oil,  with  a 
lower  eugenol  content,  is  said  to  have  a 
more  pleasing  odour  than  that  of  the  Sey- 
chelles product.  A  quantity  of  Seychelles 
cinnamon  oil  was  distilled  in  steam  in  order 
to  determine  whether  it  was  possible  to 
obtain  a  fraction,  or  mixture  of  fractions, 
more  closely  resembling  the  Ceylon  oil. 
Ten  fractions  were  collected  at  thirty- 
minute  intervals  and  each  was  filtered 
through  paper.  The  fractions  of  oil  were 
clear  and  of  a  brownish  colour ;  the  odour 
was  characteristic  of  the  oil,  but  the  first 
four  fractions  to  be  collected  were  milder 
\  and  less  clove-like.    Optical  rotation  of  the 


fractions  showed  that  the  first  two  to  be 
collected  were  closest  to  the  values  given 
by  Ceylon  oil.  Commercial  firms,  to  whom 
the  samples  were  submitted,  were  of  the 
opinion  that,  although  the  oil  was  a  satis- 
factory source  of  eugenol,  even  the  best 
fractions  were  unsatisfactory  as  a  substitute 
for  the  Ceylon  oil,  the  characteristic  odour 
of  which  was  not  entirely  due  to  the  per- 
centage of  cinnamic  aldehyde  and  lower 
eugenol  content.  Seychelles  cinnamon  leaf 
oil  output  in  1939  was  about  67  tons,  mostly 
exported  to  the  United  States  for  the 
production  of  vanillin. 

U.S.  CHEMICAL  EXPORTS 

The  current  rate  of  U.S.  exports  of  chemi- 
cals and  related  products  as  well  as  certain 
raw  materials  and  natural  products  com- 
monly associated  with  the  chemical  indus- 
try amounts  to  a  total  of  $183  million  per 
quarter — three-and-a-half  times  the  1939 
average  quarterly  figure  of  $49  million  and 
28  per  cent,  higher  than  1946,  according  to 
official  statistics.  It  is  pointed  out,  how- 
ever, that,  owing  to  price  increases,  the  in- 
ciease  over  1946  does  not  represent  a  corre- 
sponding increase  in  tonnage.  Coal  tar 
products  are  currently  being  exported  at  the 
quarterly  rate  of  $25,600,000,  which  is 
seven  times  the  1939  level  and  62  per  cent, 
above  the  1946  figure.  Dyes  account  for 
the  bulk  of  coal  tar  exports,  while  shortages 
of  benzene  and  phenol  are  holding  back 
further  increases  in  the  overall  export  value 
of  these  materials. 

Industrial  chemicals  are  currently  being 
exported  at  a  three-monthly  rate  of 
$27,500,000,  which  is  34  per  cent,  higher 
than  the  1946  quarterly  average  and  three 
times  the  1939  figure.  Certain  prominent 
inorganic  chemicals  are  being  shipped  over- 
seas at  much  reduced  rates,  however ;  cur- 
rent exports  of  soda  ash  are  only  18  million 
lb.  quarterly,  compared  with  33  rnillion 
in  1945  and  40  million  in  1939.  Similarly, 
caustic  soda  exports  at  the  present  time  are 
at  the  rate  of  only  38  million  lb.,  compared 
with  65  million  in  1939  ;  there  is  a  26  per 
cent,  improvement  on  the  1946  level. 

Brazil  is  the  chief  South  American  recip- 
ient of  U.S.  chemicals,  having  received  im- 
ports valued  at  $26  million  in  1946,  or  six 
times  the  pre-war  value.  In  Europe, 
France  took  the  United  Kingdom's  pre-war 
position  as  chief  importer  of  U.S.  chemicals, 
receiving  goods  to  the  value  of  $24  million, 
compared  with  only  about  $5  million  in 
1939.  U.K.  imports  were  only  about  $1 
million  up  on  the  pre-war  figure.
